Koeman says 
flourishing Foxes 
will not add more 
pressure on team 

RONALD Koeman has in¬ 
sisted that Leicester’s suc¬ 
cess this season does not 
increase the pressure for 
further progress at Saints, 
but believes a top-four finish 
can still be achieved in the 
near future. 

Up until this season it was almost 
unthinkable that a club from out¬ 
side the traditional top four or five 
would break into the Champions 
League spots, let alone win the title. 

However, Leicester have given 
hope to clubs across the country, 
with proof you can compete despite 
far smaller financial resources. 

Their story is a one-off though, 
and Koeman feels it shouldn’t be 
used as a yardstick for other clubs 
like Saints. 

He said: “We have enough pres¬ 
sure in Southampton because what 
we showed last year already with Po- 
chettino in the first season and also 
this season we have shown we are a 
stable club and can fight for more 
than the middle of the table. 

“But it is difficult because every¬ 
one knows it has to be perfect to win 
the title in the Premier League. 

“You need no European football, 
no injuries in important players, 
need the big teams to struggle a lit¬ 
tle bit and that happened this year 
but it doesn’t happen every season.” 

Koeman does though believe talk 
of a potential top-four finish in the 
future is realistic for Saints. 

“It is more normal and an achieve¬ 
ment for a club like Southampton,” 
he insisted. 

Koeman thinks Saints need to win 
all of their three remaining games 

- against Man City at St Mary’s this 
weekend, and then away to Totten¬ 
ham and at home to Crystal Palace 

- to qualify for Europe this season. 

However, he is adamant it has been 

a good campaign no matter whether 
they make it or not. 

“Frustrated, not,” he said of this 
season. “Because we have made sev¬ 
eral mistakes in our away games 
that we need three wins out of Man 
City home, Tottenham away and 
Crystal Palace home and that is dif¬ 
ficult. It is possible though. 


“If we finish on a good way and 
finishing after the last game against 
Crystal Palace at home then we can 
be proud again about this second 
season. 


“We had some good football, some 
good wins at home. 

“Maybe we have lost too many 
points away from home but we have 
some big games still to play, the first

RONALD Koeman is hoping 
it won’t be another 40 years 
before Saints are celebrating 
a major piece of silverware. 

The Saints boss is set to 
meet the 1976 FA Cup 
winning squad at St Mary’s on 
Sunday as they celebrate the 
40th anniversary of the 
greatest day in the club’s 
history. 

It is somewhat of a surprise 
that a club of Saints’ stature 
has not won a major trophy 
since, and something 
Koeman is acutely aware of. 

“It’s important because it’s 
history for the club, and of 
course what we like to do is 
also one time win a title like a 
cup,” he insisted. 

“We didn’t still so far and 
maybe next season we get a 
little bit more luck in the 
draws in the cup and we can 
achieve something special for 
the club what they did 40 
years ago. 

“It’s very nice for the club, 
the people and the fans 
because they make history. 

“People and players who 
make history are always part 
of the club.”

RONALD Koeman is looking 
forward to meeting up with 
old friend Pep Guardiola 
when Saints take on Man¬ 
chester City next season, 
but has admitted his respect 
for current Blues boss Ma¬ 
nuel Pellegrini. 

Koeman played alongside Guardio¬ 
la at Barcelona, and the pair forged 
a strong bond. 

They remain friends and will come 
head-to-head as managers when 
Saints face City in the top flight next 
season when the Spaniard has taken 
over from Pellegrini. 

Koeman said: “Yes, very good 
friends. I didn’t coach him, I just 
coached him on the pitch. 

“I played behind him on the pitch. 
He was young and he needed to 
know the right directions. 

“It will be nice because we know 
each other very well and it is always 
nice to meet one of your friends 
when you play against him. 

“If you analyse how he is and was 
coaching Barcelona and how he 
tried to play football with Bayern 
Munich I think maybe they changed 
the way they were playing but that 
is in detail.” 

City visit St Mary’s this weekend 
with Pellegrini still in charge, and 
City in the semi-finals of the Cham¬ 
pions League with a second leg tie at 
Real Madrid to come next week. 

Koeman has great respect for his 
Chilean counterpart, who has han¬ 
dled his upcoming departure with 
incredible grace, and said: “To know 
exactly you need to see how that 
manager is working in his team and 
his club but from outside I think he 
is a very respectful manager. 

“He was coaching big teams like 
Real Madrid and he has been the 
manager in City in the past couple 
of years and has been successful - 
maybe he can win the Champions 
League. 

“I think he is a manager who I like 
as a football player. 

“He is always really respectful, 
never shouting, he’s trying to play 
good football with his team which is 
difficult. 

“He’s changed a lot and there is a 
lot of pressure but I think he is one 
of the best coaches in Europe. 

“In my opinion he is a very re¬ 
spectful manager.” 


He continued: “I don’t see him in 
a dressing room, I don’t see him in 
meetings before the game but what I 
see is from the distance. 

“What I see when we play City 
how he is trying to give his team the 


right direction and I think he is very 
good.” 

Pellegrini is facing the possibility 
of winning the Champions League 
but still getting sacked, and Koeman 
shrugged: “It’s the reality in football 


that they made that decision. I don’t 
know why but it’s football and it 
hasn’t been the first time. 

“It’s the future of the club and the 
people involved to make those kind 
of decisions.” 


Schedule 
frustration 
for City 

MANCHESTER City boss 
Manuel Pellegrini is 
incredulous over why his 
team have to play three 
days before Wednesday’s 
Champions League semi-final 
at Real Madrid. 

Pellegrini believes the 
scheduling of his side’s 
Barclays Premier League 
game at Southampton at 
4.30pm on Sunday hampers 
their hopes of reaching the 
final of Europe’s leading club 
competition. 

Real will have four days to 
prepare for the clash at the 
Bernabeu after their La Liga 
game at Real Sociedad on 
Saturday and Pellegrini thinks 
City’s game should have been 
brought forward to 
correspond. 

The club made inquiries as 
to whether that was possible, 
but it is understood an official 
request was not submitted as 
it was felt it would be unlikely 
to succeed for a televised 
fixture. 

“For me it is unbelievable,” 
said Pellegrini, whose side 
will have all to play for in 
Spain after a goalless draw in 
the first leg at the Etihad 
Stadium. “If you see other 
leagues, including Italy, the

teams that play Champions 
League play their domestic 
games on a Friday. 

“We are representing 
England and I think it’s 
important not to give any 
advantage to the other team.” 

It is the second time this 
season City have been 
frustrated by fixture 
scheduling ahead of a 
European game. 

The first leg of their last-16 
tie at Dynamo Kiev came 
three days after their FA Cup 
fifth-round clash at Chelsea. 

The Chilean said: “In the 
Premier League, I don’t 
understand why, when having 
so many games, and they all 
have the same interest, we 
can’t play one day before to 
have 24 hours (more rest). 

“We knew we had to play 
eight games in 30 days. It is a 
lot of games for this squad. 

“But the best way to make a 
good game on Wednesday is 
to win on Sunday and have 
trust in the performance of 
different players.”

LEFT-BACK Leighton Baines’ 
first goal since November 
2014 secured Everton’s first 
home league victory since 
early February but it was not 
enough to prevent growing 
opposition to Roberto Mar¬ 
tinez’s continued reign as 
manager. 

A plane flying the banner ‘Roberto 
Must Go’ was followed by a handful 
of fans in the Gwladys Street End 
holding up ‘Martinez Out’ signs and 
chanting ‘Get out of our club’ at the 
end of the 2-1 win. 

Only five home league wins in the 
last 12 months tells its own story and 
it is unlikely Baines’ goal, after Marc 
Pugh had cancelled out Tom Clever- 
ley’s strike inside the opening 10 min¬ 
utes, will ease the pressure. 

Despite his easy-going appearance, 
Martinez has a stubborn streak and 
if his stint at Goodison Park is com¬ 
ing to an end he is determined to go 
out on his own terms. 

The decision to give Oumar Niasse 
a Premier League debut ahead of 25- 
goal leading scorer Romelu Lukaku 
was a bold one which smacked of 
sticking two fingers up at his critics. 

Prior to his full debut, Niasse had 
played just 29 minutes of football 
since December 10, his last match 
for Lokomotiv Moscow before a £13.5 
million January move to Goodison 
Park. 

Just a fortnight ago, Martinez had 
said it would be a “bonus” if he 
played again for them this season 
because of his fitness levels but on 
this evidence he should change that 
assessment to “unthinkable” as he 
looked well off the pace. 

Martinez’s decision to recall goal¬ 
keeper Tim Howard, who had not 
played since January 24, and leaves 
for Colorado Rapids in the summer, 
for his penultimate Goodison fare¬ 
well, also did not impress fans. 

The American, at least, performed 
well enough although Pugh’s ninth- 
minute equaliser caught enough of 
his body before creeping over the line 
to raise questions among his detrac¬ 
tors. 

It was no surprise the visitors 
pegged Everton back, or did it so 
quickly, as confidence at home has 
been fragile and even Cleverley’s 
strike two minutes earlier - incred¬ 
ibly from Ross Barkley’s first assist 
of 2016 - failed to settle nerves. 


The midfielder’s finish was a smart 
one but so was Pugh’s, who swept 
home Callum Wilson’s cross despite 
Everton complaining the striker had 
nudged 21-year-old Matthew Pen¬ 
nington, making his Premier League 
debut, in the back in winning the ball 
out wide. 

Goodison’s atmosphere was less 
toxic than expected but still surreal 
as 20 minutes in, Bournemouth fans 
sang ‘Sacked in the morning’ to Mar¬ 
tinez and pockets of the home crowd 
applauded. 


A minute before half-time, Niasse’s 
audacious backheel drifted wide of 
the far post and, somewhat coinciden¬ 
tally considering his performance, 
moments later the protest plane flew 
overhead. 

Just when it seemed the day could 
not get any more odd the 35-year-old, 
Tony Hibbert replaced Muhamed Be- 
sic at half-time. 

Josh King threatened with two ef¬ 
forts but the hosts started to look 
more threatening. 

That was partly because the failed 


Niasse experiment was ended on the 
hour with Lukaku sent on to add 
some firepower. 

However, it was winger Aaron Len¬ 
non who provided the breakthrough 
as his run and cross in the 64th min¬ 
ute was rammed home at the far post 
by Baines. 

Bournemouth substitute Benik 
Afobe had two efforts to level things 
up, the first blocked by Pennington, 
and such has been their form at 
home, it was a surprise Everton did 
not concede before the end. 


Magpies 
on move 

NEWCASTLE 1 CRYSTAL 
PALACE 0 

ANDROS Townsend’s stunning 
free-kick dragged Newcastle 
out of the Barclays Premier 
League relegation zone as 
Rafael Benitez’s rescue 
mission gathered pace with a 
1-0 win over Crystal Palace. 

The £12 million January 
signing struck with 58 minutes 
gone - his third goal in five 
games - to give the home side 
a precious lead, but it took a 
70th-minute penalty saved by 
Karl Darlow to deny Magpies 
old boy Yohan Cabaye an 
equaliser. 

Victory, coupled with 
Sunderland’s draw at Stoke, 
eased Newcastle out of the 
bottom three ahead of 
Norwich’s trip to Arsenal and 
left the bulk of a crowd of 
52,107 dreaming of a great 
escape with just two games 
remaining. 

The visitors targeted 
makeshift right-back Vurnon 
Anita from the first whistle with 
Yannick Bolasie employed as 
tormentor in chief, and Chancel 
Mbemba’s efforts to help out 
his team-mate resulted in an 
early booking. 

Jason Puncheon volleyed 
across goal after meeting Pape 
Souare’s eight-minute cross 
and it took a fine challenge by 
Jamaal Lascelles to deny 
Connor Wickham a clear run at 
goal three minutes later. 

Wijnaldum went close five 
minutes after the restart when 
he turned past Cabaye from 
Mbemba’s pass, but saw his 
shot blocked by Damien 
Delaney, and Hennessey 
fielded Townsend’s 55th-minute 
effort with little difficulty. 

But the former Tottenham 
midfielder broke the deadlock 
in style three minutes later 
when, after being fouled by 
Scott Dann, he curled a superb 
free-kick past Hennessey. 

Palace fought for a way back 
as an increasingly nervous 
Newcastle dropped deeper in 
an attempt to preserve their 
lead, and the Eagles got their 
chance when they were 
awarded a penalty for handball 
by Moussa Sissoko as he 
challenged Scott Dann with 20 
minutes remaining. 

However, Darlow dived to his 
left to keep out Cabaye’s effort 
as St James’ breathed a 
collective sigh of relief.

Heartbreak for Spitfires as 
final game ends in defeat 



EASTLEIGH’S season ended 
in heartbreak as they lost 
their final game of a roll¬ 
ercoaster National League 
campaign 2-1 at Woking. 

On an afternoon when everything 
went against them, play-off rivals 
Braintree and Tranmere both won 
leaving the Spitfires to settle for a 
disappointing seventh placed finish. 

Braintree - 3-0 winners over Altrin¬ 
cham - claimed fifth spot, leaving 
Eastleigh and Tranmere to do it all 
again next season, writes Wendy Gee. 

Eastleigh were dealt another pre 
match blow when Jamie Turley 
(knee) joined James Constable, Luke 
Coulson and Andy Drury on the in¬ 
jury list for this must-win game. 

Ross Lafayette started up front 
alongside Matt Tubbs having re¬ 
turned this week from four months 
on loan at Aldershot. 

Woking had the first glimmer of a 
chance five minutes in when their 
player of the season John Goddard 
cut inside and fired wide of Ross Flit- 
ney’s right-hand post. 

The Spitfires raised their game and, 
after Matty Fanimo’s blocked shot 
had gone out for a corner, the Spit¬ 
fires had the ball in the net through 
Matt Tubbs. It would have been the 
Portsmouth loanee’s first goal from 
open play since arriving in early Feb¬ 
ruary but, typically of his luck in an 
Eastleigh shirt, the linesman’s flag 
was up. 

The visitors’ frustration grew when 
the flat was raised again as Tubbs 
burst rough, but there was worse, far 
worse, to come for the Spitfires who, 
from a position of relative comfort, 
suddenly found themselves two goals 
down. 

Woking’s first, on 13 minutes, was a 
total disaster for Chris Todd’s men as 
a driven cross by former Havant left- 
back Chris Arthur eluded everyone, 
including Flitney before being bun¬ 
dled home by Keiron Murtagh amid 
a mad scramble on the line. 

With the game invitingly open, the 
Cards doubled their advantage less 
than three minutes later as the game 
swung quickly from one end to the 
other. 

Jai Reason’s penalty appeal for 
handball went unheeded, Woking 
broke and, Giuseppe Sole had gone 
down under Michael Green’s chal¬ 
lenge, there was another unsightly 
mess in the Eastleigh defence. 

It was all too easy for the Cards as 
Matthew Robinson crossed from the 
right, and Goddard swept the ball 
home. 

Just when it looked as if the after¬ 
noon couldn’t get any worse for the 
Spitfires, news filtered through that 
their two rivals for the fourth and 
last play-off spots, Braintree and 
Tranmere, were both winning. 

Flitney’s sharp reaction prevented 
Sole getting a third for Woking on 
28 minutes, while both Murtagh and 
Goddard shot narrowly wide before 
half-time. 


In between, the chances were all 
Eastleigh’s, but Lafayette’s cleverly 
worked shot was held by keeper Jake 
Cole, Tubbs’ close range effort from 
Yemi Odubade’s cross was blocked at 
point-blank range and Green’s deliv¬ 
ery into the six-yard box was scram¬ 
bled clear.

Eastleigh went 3-4-3 after the break 
with skipper and defender Paul Reid 
making way for winger Lee Cook. 

Cook’s first contribution was a deep 
delivery to the back stick but the slid¬ 
ing Odubade could not keep his shot 


down. 

With 58 minutes gone, Todd made 
another change with Jack Midson 
taking over wide right duties from 
Fanimo. 

As the hectic end to end action 
continued, Midson headed over and 
Tubbs flung himself at another Cook 
cross, but just failed to connect. 

Woking, though, looked menacing 
every time they burst forward and 
there was relief for the yellow shirt- 
ed visitors when Sole’s 66 minutes 
‘goal’ was ruled off-side. 

Eastleigh’s players were not to 


know it but, by the time they mus¬ 
tered a 74th minute reply, Braintree 
has strengthened their grip on fifth 
spot with another goal against lowly 
Altrincham. 

It was Tubbs who scored it, getting 
the final connection on a cracking 
Payne strike from the right edge 
of the area to divert the ball past 
Cole. 

There were chances at both ends in 
a barnstorming finish with scram¬ 
bles at both ends and Flitney pulling 
off a smart save to deny Woking sub 
Danny Carr.

Arsenal need to spend 


- and make progress 


THINGS looked bright for the Gun¬ 
ners in the summer as goalkeeper 
Petr Cech was signed from Chel¬ 
sea for a bargain £11 m, but as the 
season went on, fans and pundits 
alike began to criticise Wenger’s 
decision not to strengthen in any 
other areas. 

Key players such as Cazorla, Wilshere, 
Rosicky, Alexis and Oxlade-Chamberlain all 
suffered injuries ruling them out for large 
parts of the campaign. Injuries are a part of 
football, but it seems to me that Arsenal are 
the victim of too many occasions. 

According to injuryleague.com, Arsenal 
players have been injured for a total of 227 
weeks between them this season. Since Au¬ 
gust 2002, Arsenal have endured 989 inju¬ 
ries, more than any other club. 

Few can say that Arsenal lack the quality 
to be champions. A team cannot get much 
better than the likes of Mesut Ozil, Alexis 
Sanchez and Santi Cazorla. 

But the players often do not seem to play to 
their full potential. 

The squad plays in a stadium filled with 
corporate businessmen every week as the 
passionate fans are priced out of going to 
the games by absurd ticket prices. The play¬ 
ers lack the motivation to be champions. 

That said, it is surely not the fans’ fault 
that Arsenal have faltered and there is one 
man on everybody’s mind. Arsene Wenger. 

Wenger has done wonders for the club; 
there is absolutely no denying it. Six FA 
cups, three Premier League titles, including 
a whole season unbeaten, gives Wenger a 
legendary status in North London. 

Wenger changed Arsenal from being a 
“boring club” to one that plays beautiful 
football and is admired all around the world. 
But times have changed. 

Arsenal fans are about to witness their 
worst nightmare and finish behind arch ri¬ 
vals Tottenham Hotspur for the first time in 
20 years. Spurs could rub salt in the wounds 
of the Gunners by perhaps winning the title 
this season, too. 

Wenger changed the dynamics of Arsenal 
football club. 

The man was completely unknown before 
joining the club in 1996. 

They built a new stadium and a new train¬ 
ing ground under Wenger and it would have 
been impossible without him. But Wenger’s 
style seems to be outdated. Arsenal fans are 
fed up with top four finishes and are eager 
for something more and perhaps something 
new. 

“Fourth place is not a trophy” is a famous 
Arsenal fan saying, aimed towards Arsene 
Wenger. In my opinion, it is completely un¬ 
derstandable to feel the frustration of the 
fans and to want change after so many years

of not moving forward. 

Leicester in one year have transformed 
themselves from relegation strugglers to 
Premier League title challengers. Wenger 
has been unable to jump from 4th to 1st in 
the past 12 years. 

We cannot disrespect the man who has 
done so much for the club but perhaps it 
is time for Wenger to move on himself and 
leave the club as a legend. 

Banners with the words “Arsene, thanks 
for the memories but it’s time to say good¬ 
bye” have been seen many times in the Arse¬ 
nal away end over the past few seasons. 

Arsenal are renowned for being stubborn 
in the transfer market and rarely spending 


the money that the likes of Manchester City 
and Chelsea do every season. It is ironic 
that Walcott and Giroud earn hundreds of 
thousands each week because their perfor¬ 
mances are often poor. 

Wenger has said that he “likes to honour 
his contract” and therefore looks as though 
he will be staying at Arsenal for another 
year. 

Arsenal must sign a leader this summer, 
someone who can lift the team and can in¬ 
spire the rest of the squad. 

They desperately need a new centre back 
as both Mertesacker and Gabriel have not 
looked good enough for a team that should 
be competing for the title. 


The Gunners also need one or two new 
midfielders with some real flair and pas¬ 
sion. 

And finally, without a doubt, they need a 
new striker as Walcott and Giroud are sim¬ 
ply not good enough and Welbeck’s record 
is not even close to that of Harry Kane, 
Jamie Vardy or Sergio Aguero. 

It is unlikely that global stars will want to 
join Arsenal during such difficult times but 
if they can lure the likes of Aubameyang 
to the Emirates, next season could be very 
different.

JAMES Taylor’s Team Solent 
side are relishing the chal¬ 
lenge of Monday’s Syden- 
hams League Cup final at 
Salisbury’s Raymond McEn- 
hill stadium (3pm).

Monday’s final, while defender El¬ 
lis White is struggling with a thigh 
strain.

Despite his reservations, Taylor is 
relishing the challenge of trying to 
build on Solent’s successful defence 


of the Southampton Senior Cup.

PAUL Doswell achieved many 
great things during his in¬ 
spirational time in charge of 
Eastleigh. 

But the former Spitfires supremo 
admits that winning the National 
League South title with Sutton Unit¬ 
ed tops the lot. 

The Us - captained by fellow ex- 
Eastleigh man Jamie Collins - lifted 
the trophy in front of more than 1,500 
joyous fans at Gander Green Lane 
last Saturday. 

Goals from ex-Salisbury City strik¬ 
er Dan Fitchett - his 21st of the sea¬ 
son - and Ross Stearn got them over 
the line with a 2-0 win over Chelms¬

Admitting the emotion of the occa¬ 
sion had got to him, Compton-based 
Doswell - a lifelong Saints fanatic - 
said: “I had a couple of tears coming 
off the pitch, which is not like me. 

“I am elated for everyone at the 
club. I feel particularly proud for the 
players and proud for myself and my 
family - it’s been a long and exciting 
journey over eight years and to come 
back from last year’s disappoint¬ 
ments is even better. 

Drug 

“Ninety per cent of football is not 
great, the travelling and losing, the 
wet and cold weather. 

“The ten per cent is the drug that 
keeps you going and we’re addicts, 
we live for the ten per cent.” 

It was Doswell who sowed the seeds 
for Eastleigh’s heady climb up the 
football pyramid which has taken 
them from Wessex League mediocri¬ 
ty to National League play-off hope¬ 
fuls in little more than a decade. 

He was appointed Sutton manager

Reflecting on his success on both 
sides of the Hampshire/Surrey di¬ 
vide, Doswell said: “I got Eastleigh 
from the Wessex League to the Con¬ 
ference South and that was amazing 
even for me.

Going into today’s 
final games, both looked destined to 
miss out on the play-offs with Brain¬ 
tree hot favourites to nab fifth place. 

Doswell said: “I remember, as a 
Saints supporter, being 3-0 up at half¬ 
time at Tranmere Rovers and losing 
4-3 and that long journey home. 

“I am a supporter of the Saints and 
of Sutton United and to think we’ll 
be playing Tranmere is unbeliev¬ 
able.” 

He added: “This is a very famous 
non-League club that over the years 
has had some amazing days - Leeds, 
Coventry and winning the Ryman 
Premier, and now we have the Na¬ 
tional League South title. 

“It’s a special club, it has hundreds 
of volunteers - people who care pas¬ 
sionately It’s like a big family here 
and you get hooked in. 

“They deserve all the praise - 
Bruce’s (chairman, Bruce Elliott) 
team off the pitch is as good as my 
team on it. 

“The fans have been amazing - we 
get 150 for away games, and they 
came last season even when we were 
not doing well, so this is a reward for 
their loyalty.”

Disappointment 
over manner of 
late winning goal 

WINCHESTER City boss Paul 
Masters is the first to admit 
Banbury United deserve their 
place in Monday’s Southern 
One South & West play-off 
final, but he was still disap¬ 
pointed to lose. 

The Puritans were the better side 
on the night, yet the longer Tuesday’s 
semi-final remained goalless, the 
more hopeful he became that it would 
be Winchester who would snatch a 
late goal and scrape into Monday’s 
final, writes Wendy Gee. 

Banbury’s Brazilian striker Felipe 
Barcelos had other ideas, however, 
cashing in on a misunderstanding in 
the City defence to fire the Oxford¬ 
shire hosts through 1-0 with an 86th- 
minute winner. 

“They were the better side on the 
night, I can’t deny that, but I thought 
we were growing into the game,” said 
Masters. 

“When we got there, I did fancy us

to be caught by a killer goal right at 
the end.” 

Barcelos pounced following a mix- 
up between City centre-half Leigh 
Mills and their otherwise excellent 
young Canadian goalkeeper Brendan 
Norris. 

It left the gleeful South American 
with the simple task of slotting into 
an open goal. 

“If we’d been beaten by a good goal, 
it wouldn’t have felt so bad, but we’ve 
been undone by one ball over the top 
from a dead ball in their half,” said 
Masters. 

“Losing to a wonder goal is one 
thing, but it makes it worse losing to 
a goal like that.” 

City, though, could not begrudge 
Banbury their victory and can take

Finishing fifth and reaching the 
play-off semi-finals was no mean 
feat considering they were Syden- 
hams Premier runners-up just a year 
ago and were not promoted until 
mid-June after Flackwell Heath had 
turned down the opportunity to go 
up. 

When the season kicked off City 
were aiming no higher than consoli¬ 
dation, but expectation levels inevi¬ 
tably shot up when they banged in 19 
goals in their first four games. 

They stayed in and around the play¬ 
off zone throughout a long, tiring 


season which also took in the Hamp¬ 
shire FA Senior Cup final and decent 
runs in the FA Cup and Red Insure 
Cup. 

But, ultimately, the shattered Citi¬ 
zens stumbled over the finish line as 
weary minds and heavy limbs slowed 
them down. 

“Probably the lack of squad depth 
showed towards the end ,” conceded 
Masters. “Plus other teams got to 
know us and how we play.

over-achieved. Every single one of 
these lads has been fantastic.” 

With Tuesday’s disappointment 
still raw, Masters will give himself a 
break before turning his attention to 
next season. 

Until he speaks to chairman Paul 
Murray and director of football Dave 
Malone, he doesn’t know if there 
will be financial scope to strengthen 
the squad over the summer - or even 
if he will still be in charge. 

“We haven’t discussed me yet or 
spoken about players,” he said. 
“What we bring in player-wise de¬ 
pends on the budget.” 


Play-off ‘a

WINCHESTER City boss Paul 
Masters predicts Monday’s 
Southern One South & West 
play-off final will be “a tight 
one.” 

A month ago, he would have 
tipped Taunton Town to join 
automatically-promoted 
champions Cinderford in the 
Premier Division next season.

“Their goalkeeper has

Real problem 

Saints scored fewer away 
goals than any other team in 
the leading nine places, while 
they also conceded far too 
many.

You can score two 
or even three goals, as Saints 
did at Blackpool, and there is 
no guarantee of a point, but 
keep a clean sheet and you 
must get one. Saints did this 
in only four away games this 
season. 

The great Cup run has com¬ 
pensated fans for League dis¬ 
appointment, but the manager 
will certainly not be happy 
until First Division status is 
regained. Can this be achieved 
next season? 

I believe it all depends on 
the defensive record; you can¬ 
not lose 13 away games and 
expect to go up. Somehow 
defensive stability must be 
built, either from within or 
without, and if this is done 
then I think Saints will have 
a great chance. 

Yet next season could be 
more difficult. There may be 
greater opposition from the 
relega ted clubs than came 
this season from Carlisle, 
Luton and Chelsea, while 
Bolton will again be a 
force. And Chelsea, with 
their youngsters more ex¬ 
perienced by a season, could 
really be major challengers. 
So many people, agree that 
Saints possess players who 
should be in the First Divi¬ 
sion; now it is up to them to 
prove it on the pitch.

But be is obviously 
proud of the A side’s 
victory over Waterlooville 
in last week’s Hampshire 
Senior Cup Final.

A FEW week sago I received 
the most important tele¬ 
phone call in my refereeing 
career. It was from the 
Football Association inform¬ 
ing me that I had been 
chosen to referee the final 
of the Challenge Vase at 
Wembley Stadium. 

To receive one of the three 
major appointments from 
the governing body a.t the 
end of the season naturally 
: lakes one feel highly 
delighted. So I can well 
imagine how Clive Thomas 
felt when he was contacted 
about today’s game. 

Quite rightly, much publicity 
is given to the teams in 
their build-up to the great 
occasion, but what of the 
man selected to officiate at 
the Mecca of football? Hav¬ 
ing just experienced such 
preparation, and knowing it 
will be exactly the same for 
Clive, I thought it might be 
interesting to relate the 
details. 

Within a few days of having 
the initial information, con¬ 
firmation is received in 
writing from Mr. Croker, 
the F.A. Secretary. The let¬ 
ter also contains the do’s 
and don’ts, which includes 
possible advances by foot¬ 
ball manufacturers and sup¬ 
pliers of kit. These matters 
are handled entirely by the 
F.A, 

IN LUXURY 

You wiil no doubt have noti¬ 
ced that the officials for 
Cup finals are immaculately 
turned out in brand new 
kit. This is provided free 
j by one of the well known 

j manufacturers with the ap¬ 

proval of the Football 
Association, under the con¬ 
dition that the publicity 
rights are granted to the 
makers. 

Luxury hotel accommodation 
is also confirmed together 
with travel details. You 
may think a H one ha s to do 
do is sit back and await 
the big day. Oh no. to me 
it meant many hours of 
extra training. 

I had read, heard and seen 

what the hallowed turf of 
Wembley had done in the 
past; and I did not want to 
he caught by either cramp 
or tiredness. It proved 
worthwhile in my case; for 
both teams in the Vase final 
were effected by cramp, but 
j fortunately I escaped such 

pain. 

However, I did feel both 
I mentally and physically 

tired on the Sunday, a thing 
i I do not normally suffer 

from during the season. 

CELEBRITIES 

I was speaking to Jack Taylor 
about this, and his theory 
is that the turf problem is 
a fallacy. He believes that 
both referee and players 
give that extra amount of 
effort on such an important 
occasion, and suffer accord¬ 
ingly. 

So . to the weekend in ques¬ 
tion: on the Friday evening, 
the F.A. Cup officials are 
feted by the London Refer- 
ees’ Society, This annual 
rally is patronised hy many 



celebrities and representa¬ 
tives from refereeing bodies 
all over the world. 

The referee and his linesmen 
are expected to make short 
speeches, and quite a few 
have told me that in their 
opinion this fis a worse 
ordeal than stepping out at 
Wembley. Meanwhile, the 
wives of the officials are 
entertained at a London 
Show. 

On Saturday morning, you 
have to report at the F.A, 
offices by 11, where the 
necessary expense forms 
are completed and you are 
given a booklet containing 
the programme of arrange¬ 
ments. On reading through 
it you can immediately see 
that everything is timed 
and planned to the last 
detail. 

ROMANTIC 

After about 20 minutes 
a chauffeur-driven car ar¬ 
rives to transport the offi¬ 
cials and the F.A, Referees’ 
Secretary to the stadium. 
This gentleman, Mr. Reg 
Paine, acts as liaison officer 
throughout the whole pro¬ 
ceedings, looking after 
every whim and fancy of 
the referee. 

Despite the drive only lasting 
about a quarter of an hour, 
you do not nay much atten¬ 
tion to the beauty of Shep¬ 
herd's Bush, Harlesden and 
other romantic places on 
the trip—one is too aware 
of the game. 

The car is driven right up to 
the players’ entrance, where 
special passes have to be 
shown. This practice contin¬ 
ues wherever you go to 
within the stadium, for 
security is most strict. 

After placing our hags in the 
dressing-room, the officials 
are conducted to the res¬ 
taurant for lunch. How any¬ 
one can eat a three-course 
meal on such an occasion 
baffles me! However, the 
soup was very nice! 

METICULOUS 

Afterwards, there is a walk 
over the illustrious turf 


which is essential foi 
acclimatisation, and to 
settle the nerves a bit. On 
returning to the dressing- 
room, the officials usually 
find letters and telegrams 
from well-wishers awaiting 
them. This brought a lump 
to my throat, knowing that 
friends were thinking of me 
on my day of days. 

At 1.45, the F.A.’s meticulous 
timetable swings into 
operation, when the baud 
take the field. Following 
another walk on the pitch, 
it is time to start changing, 
While this is going on, the 
match hall, together with 
two spares, and the lines¬ 
men's flags are brought to 
the dressing-room. 

The officials’ accommodation 
at Wembley is rather dis¬ 
appointing compared with 
that of the teams. It is 
quite small, with more 
washbasins and toilets than 
showers, and no hath. 

There i s a call at 2.48 for the 
players, managers, referee 
and linesmen to assemble 
in the tunnel ready to 
emerge onto the playing 
area. Obviously everyone is 
keyed up and anxious to be 
on the move, and at a 
given signal the cavalcade 
commences its walk to the 
centre. 

However big the crown migh-i, 
he, whatever the game, the 
roar which greets the pro¬ 
cession brings in its wake 
maximum emotional im¬ 
pact and full realisation of 
the event and its responsi¬ 
bilities. 

The teams and officials line 
up as detailed in the 
special booklet, and presen¬ 
tations to dignitaries are 
made, followed hy the play¬ 
ing of the national anthem. 

Then out to the middle for 
the toss-up and, after mak¬ 
ing sure the V.I.P.s are 
seated in the royal box, the 
referee can start the match. 
After a few moments, 
comes the realisation that 
it is yet another game of 
footbal heinpr played under 
the same Laws as the 
match on the village green. 

With the final whistle comes 
the presentation of the 
Cup and medals, and as 
the winners parade on their 
lap of honour the officials 
melt away into the dres¬ 
sing-room. Incidentally, the 
match ball is given to the 
captain of the winning 
team. 

On F.A. Cup final day, the 
clubs hold celebrations at 
separate hotels in the West 
End; and it is customary for 
the officials and their wives 
to attend both functions. 

For the Vase final, both teams 
returned home for their 
fedtiviqies; so, to make a 
fitting climax to the day, I, 
together with the linesman 
and our wives, had a won¬ 
derful meal in the centre of 
London. 

So ended a great weekend, 
one that I shall never for¬ 
get. I am sure Clive will 
have , the same lasting im¬ 
pressions of this important 
occasion.

WELL OVER a thousand soccer clubs throughout 
Hampshire will be compiling their aitnual registra¬ 
tion forms which have to be returned every summer 
to the county football association's offices in 
Southampton, and It is certain that some of those 
forms will be wrongly completed. 

only 


The only uncertainty con¬ 
cerns the actual number of 
mistakes which will be made 
between now and July 1, the 
deadline for return of the 
forms. 

But sorting Out incorrect 
forms has been an annual 
pastime for Hampshire F.A. 
officials and the matter 
reached a peak last year 
when the number of mistakes 
threw the Sunday cups into 
chaos. 

One of the most common 
errors of the past has been 
that junior clubs who play on 
Sundays have been put into 
Hampshire Saturday cups 
simply because they have not 
made it clear which cup they 
wanted to enter. 

PRECAUTIONS 

Another is that thgy have 
failed to state which 
division of a particular league 
they play in and that has re¬ 
sulted in their going into a 
cup of the wrong status; A 
instead of E or vice-versa. 

This summer, the Hamp¬ 
shire F.A. are hoping clubs 
will get it right; and they 
have taken special precautions 
in order to help ease the 
problem. 

First, they have the word 
“Sunday**' in red on the form 
and “Saturday” in black; so 
that, when the inapplicable 
word has been deleted, there 
will be a colour guide for offi¬ 
cials to follow. 


Second, but equally import¬ 
ant, is the fact that there will 
be close liaison between the 
Hampshire F.A. and the 
leagues—or sanctioned compe¬ 
titions, as they are known in 
official terms—just in case a 
club gains more promotion 
than it .expects. 

AT FINGERTIPS 

Some league secretaries 
will check the entries of 
their teams against the con¬ 
stitution of their leagues to 
ensure the form is correct 
when the cup committee pre¬ 
pare the lists for the draws 
to be made. 

It would be nice if all were 
able to do this, while another 
thing which could help would 
be for all leagues to send 
thei r const it utions in to the 


~ In that way, someone in an 
official position would have 
the full picture at his finger¬ 
tips arid the problems of the 
past could be reduced if not 
banished altogether. 

Other problems for the 
Hampshire officials are caused 
when clubs make late chan¬ 
ges without notifying the 
county or their local competi¬ 
tion or, in some cases, neither. 

OVERLOOKED 

If a secretary leaves a club 
after completing a form and 
sending it bo the county head¬ 
quarters, the Hampshire F.A. 
must be informed. Otherwise, 


all correspondence from I 
Hampshire to the club is not 
sent directly to the new sec¬ 
retary. 

Changes of club colours are 
sometimes made at a late 
hour, too, and this can cause 
trouble if the details of the 
changes are not made clearly. 
The same applies to informa¬ 
tion concerning a club’s pitch. 

Another point often over¬ 
looked is the fact that a club 
are required to supply the 
Hampshire F.A. with the name 
and address of cither their 
chairman or president in addi¬ 
tion to that of the secretary. 
Then, if contact with a club 
secretary breaks down, the 
Hampshire officials have an 
alternative in order to main¬ 
tain communications. 


The re is also the qu e st i o n 
of sending in the money 
which should go with the cup 
entries. Some clubs send the 
cash but fail to complete 
their cup entries; while others 
fill in the entries but omit to 
send the cash. 

On reflection, most of these 
mistakes would appear to 
stem from the fact that some 
secretaries fill their forms out 
in a tearing rush and make 
mistakes and omissions 
through sheer haste. 

A little more thought and 
a little more time could save 
them and the county officials 
an awful lot of trouble at the 
end of the summer.

"LADY B" is getting her nraom-ey buck. And that i s a very good thing indeed for the British racing and 
breeding industry. The taSL thin grey-haired widow of the newspaper tycoon. Lord Bea verb reek, was 
formerly married to a leading financier. She is a very rich lady and a big spender. 

When she came into our 


sport, she told Lord Wigg: 
“I have devoted my life to 
my husband’s interests — 
the first part to high finance 
and the second to the news¬ 
papers. Now I am going to 
enjoy the remainder of it 
doing what I want to do — 
racing.” 

With this end Lady Beaver- 
brook has spent a fortune on 
bloodstock at the annual sales, 


when involved in hdgh-po-wer 
duels with the likes of Ravi 
Tikkoo. 

She takes a view about cer¬ 
tain top stallions, notably the 
Derby winners, Cretpello and 
Sea Bird II, and the mighty 
Italian horse, Ribot, all of 
whom are now dead. “These 
Sea Birds do something _ to 
me,” she said once. "I just 
can’t resist them!” 

Recently, she has turned 
her attention to the Derby 
and Arc de Triomphe winner.

THE first part of Scruthampfon's possible cup double 
was already cample fed before today's big event af 
Wembley. But the city's foofbaHing women have put 
the cart before the horse in one respect. 


Whereas Saints’ chances of 
competing iin Europe depend 
on today’s result.

Steele, show¬ 
ing great skill for a big def¬ 
ender, began it and McCalliog 
produced yet another imagin¬ 
ative pass. Channon was 
ouickly into full s'tride. but 
B’uch-an stuck to him like a 
leech and stuck out a leg to 
direct the hall back to 
Stepney. 

Rodrigues flat 
out on ground 

B uch an again did well to 
cut the ball out as McCalliog 
attempted to find Channon. 
but Saints soon fashioned an-

other fine move. Osgood rolled 
the ball inside to Stokes and 
Stokes touched it to Holmes, 
but he made a lia>:ih of a right- 
footed shot—his weaker foot. 

And, with Rodrigue,s fiat out 
near the halfway line after a 
colliisdion. United put on some 
pressure; hut Saints repelled 
it and. when the ball was 
knocked into touch the ref¬ 
eree called on trainer Jim 
Glunie to treat the Saints’ 
captain. 

He appeared to have taken 
a blow o n the he,a d an d was 
clearly groggy as he walked 
back towards the Saints pen¬ 
alty area. He certainly seemed 
unsure of his bearings. 

United poured men forward 
and a real scramble developed 
near the Saints six-yard box, 
Steele, on the ground, hooked 
the ball wide and it was 
turned behind for a corner 
which saw Saints escape. Cop¬ 
pell’s corner was touched on 
at the near post by Pearson 
and Saints were in trouble. 
Mcllroy went up at the 
far post for his header and 
then had the agony of watch¬ 
ing the ball thud against the 
angle of poet and bar. 

This was becoming a realty 
testing period for Saints, but 
they launched a swift counter¬ 
attack with Channon holding 
the bah well and shielding it 
from Buchan, before feeding 
McCalliog. He hit the ball to 
the edge of the United penalty 
area as Rodrigues raced 'in, 
but Houston got there first. 

Copp ell pr od uce d an ot h e r 
searching test for the Saints 
defence. He rounded Peach 
and drove the ball low into 
the box but Blyth, who was 
having a fine game, cut out 
the pass and cleared. Imme¬ 
diately Saints set up a bril¬ 
liant counter-attack. 

Channon and Osgood worked 
a one-two before Channon took 
th e ball across the box a,nd 
flicked it to Rodrigues. It was 
a chance, but the Saints’ cap¬ 
tain shot hopelessly wide- 

Back came Saints. Stokes 
carried the ball a long way 
into the United half b ef ore 
switching the direction of tihe 
attack with a pas/s to Channon 
on the right-wing. Osgood 
looked for the cross but Chan¬ 
non cut inside in thrilling 
fashion and took the ball past 
two men before unleashing a 
fierce left-foot shot that 
seemed only inches away from 
the target. 

Soon after that, in the bTTh 
minute. United brought oil 
substitute David McCreery, 
and it was Hill, the semi-final 
hero, who Was taken off. 

The game remained so fin¬ 
ely balanced, with Saints a. 
splendid advertisement, for the 
Second Division. McCalliog be¬ 
gan a move which saw Holmes 
knock the bail inside to 


Stokes, who unleashed a fine 
shot with the outside of his 
right foot. It swerved viciously 
away from Stepney, but sailed 
past the angle of post and bar. 

P e a r son put pressure on 
Saints, but McCalliog raced 
across to turn the ball behind 
for a corner and. from Cop¬ 
pell's flag-kick, Houston sent 
a header g.oalwards, ti t 
Turner held the ball without 
problem. 

United were worried when 
McCalliog hit another precise 
thro u ghipa ss, Ch a run o n 

couldn't reach it and Houston 
headed the ball forward, bu.t 
Stokes followed up and crack¬ 
ed a first time effort just too 
high, 

A beautifully timed pass by 
Stokes to McCalliog on the 
halfway line was to prelude 
to another sweeping move. 
Holmes joined it and then 
Osgood was brought into 
action but, after fencing for 
an opening, he was crowded 


United hit back with two 
corners in rapid succession 
but, from the second, a shot 
by Daly was blocked by Gil¬ 
christ and then Blyth got it 
clear for McCalliog to begin 
to begin to build again. Gil¬ 
christ continued the move, 
linked wi-tih Stokes, and then 
found Osgood with his cross; 
but the centre-forward’s 
header was chested down by 
Forsyth, who cleared. 

It all erupted in the 83 rd 
minute when Saints swept 
into the lead with a brilliant 
goal scored by tha t great 
little competitor STOKES. Mc¬ 
Calliog fashioned the opening 
with yet another brilliant 
pass and Stokes took aim 
with his left foot and shot 
with deadly accuracy. 

Stepney hurled himself to 
his left but the shot was per¬ 
fect and the ball went into 
goal just inside the post. 
Stokes was swamped by 
ecstatic team-mates. The 
Southampton fans roared with 
admiration. 

When the game restarted. 
Saints immediately had to 
undergo a terrible moment 
after a break by Daly. The 
ball seemed to catch the de¬ 
fence unprepared and Turner 
had to come a long way off 
his line to clear up the dan¬ 
ger. It was an agonising 
moment before the young 
goalkeeper hugged the ball to 
the safety of his broad chest. 

Could Saints hold their 
lead and make the dreams 
come true? Stokes was mag¬ 
nificent as Coppell broke — 
the little striker raced back 
and robed his opponent. Im¬ 
mediately Saints attacked 
again; Holmes centred from 
the right; Osgood nodded it 
forward, but Forsyth was 


able to knock it back to 
Stepney. 

United came back again 
and Steele pushed Pearson in 
the back. Forsyth knocked 
the ball forward to try and 
find Pearson, but he couldn’t, 
and there was Holmes on the 
spot to boot the ball out of 
danger. 

The clock seemed to tick 
so slowly now. McCalliog 
came back to help out the 
defence as Greenhof tried to 
knock the ball through to 
McCreery, but the youngster 
was over-anxious. Then the 
whistle went: SAINTS HAD 
WON THE CUP. 

Peach collapsed; Turner 
rolled with him; Channon 
and Gilchrist embraced. It 
was agony for United, but 
ecstasy for Southampton, 
The unfashionable had done 
it and it was good to ser 
Tommy Docherty congratulate 
some of the Saints players... 
Then there was Lawrie 
McMenemy. too.

WHAT a marvellous day for 
Saints! The club they said 
had no chance proved the 
world wrong. 

They went to Wembley for 
the first time. It was only 
the third time in the club’s 
history that they had 
reached the Cup Final and 
you’ve got to go hack to 
19C2 for the last time. 


They said Saints had an easy 
path to the final. Who cares 
about that? Manchester 
United are perhaps the 
greatest club in England. 
They have thrilled the 
world of football this year. 

But they met their match to¬ 
day in the Southampton 
team that has believed in its 
ability to win from very 
early in the competition. 

United had their moment <>f 
bad luck when Sammy 
Mcllroy hit the angle of 
post and bar, but Saints 
played with patience and 
perception. Jim McCalliog 
pulled the strings in mid¬ 
field and there was Stokes 
to finish it all off.

Top-class entertainment included 
acts from freestyle rapper Chris 


Turner, comedian Josh Daniels and 
West End 2 U, a group of five former 
Les Miserables cast members who 
produced a stunning finale with a 
breathtaking medley of hits from 
the hit musical. 

The night was compered by Mike 
Osman and the auction raised a six- 
figure sum. 

A painting commemorating the 
1976 team was completed live by 
Ben Mosley, before being signed by 
all the FA Cup heroes and sold for 
£16,000. 

But the biggest buy of the night 
was an evening’s entertainment 
from former Spandau Ballet star 
Tony Hadley, West End 2 U and Josh 
Daniels, which went for £27,000.

Howe plays 
down Toffees 
speculation 

EDDIE Howe insists he remains fully 
committed to Bournemouth amid 
reports suggesting he could be the 
next Everton manager. 

Roberto Martinez’s position at 
Goodison Park appears precarious 
following a season of 
underachievement, highlighted by 
supporter dissatisfaction in recent 
weeks. 

Fans have held banners calling for the 
Spaniard to go and backed Leighton 
Baines after the left-back was forced to 
apologise for saying Everton lacked 
‘chemistry’. 

Asked if he would be interested in 
succeeding Martinez should he leave 
Everton, Howe told reporters: “I don’t 
think I have to reaffirm my commitment 
here every week, which seems to be a 
regular pattern. I love it here and I’m 
committed to the job. 

“You’ve got to win games to stay in 
work and I’m fully committed to this job 
here. 

“When you’re a manager yourself you

have the full support and understanding 
of other managers. 

“It’s a very difficult profession and 
you’re judged constantly every week on 
your results, on a lot of aspects of your 
job. 

“It’s very tough at this level.” 

Meanwhile, Howe is keen to protect 
Harry Arter’s long-term future as the 
midfielder continues to battle a 
persistent Achilles problem. 

The Republic of Ireland international 
suffered the injury during the home win 
against south-coast rivals Southampton 
at the beginning of March and has 
played just 45 minutes of football since. 

“It’s been difficult for him because 
he’s the type of character that wants to 
play, as they all do, every week,” said 
Howe. 

“He missed pre-season, the first part 
and the tail-end of the season and in 
between he did really well. 

“We just hope that he’s fit beyond this 
season and of course this summer is a 
big one for him. 

“We will wait and see what happens.” 

Of Bournemouth’s recent injury 
problems, Howe added: “Adam Smith 
has seen a specialist and we’re waiting 
for some definitive feedback on him. 
Max (Gradel) is improving slightly, he 
took a knock but we hope he’ll be ok. 

“Again we’ll take our time on him but 
we’re hopeful he’ll get fit.” 


JIMMY Adams is relishing 
the prospect of embarking 
on a cricket season with¬ 
out the distractions which 
dogged the opening months 
of his 2015 campaign. 

Following his decision to relin¬ 
quish the Hampshire captaincy in 
July last year, Adams rediscovered 
his form with the bat, playing a 
vital role as the Ageas Bowl side 
retained their County Champion¬ 
ship Division One status, against 
all conceivable odds, writes Paul 
McNamara. 

Adams, who succeeded Dominic 
Cork as skipper in 2012 and had his 
long service to the club rewarded 
with a benefit last year, is looking 
forward to his first match of the 
season against Middlesex tomor¬ 
row after recovering from the an¬ 
kle injury that ruled him out of the 
draws against Warwickshire and 
Yorkshire. 

“I’m certainly looking forward to 
this year, without some of the stuff 
that was bubbling along in the 
background last year,” said Adams, 
who made 117 for the 2nd XI against 
Somerset this week. 

“The captaincy was a real privi¬ 
lege, but there are also times when 
you can find yourself too immersed 
in things. I don’t know how this 
season will go, but I am very much 
looking forward to it. 

“It’s been frustrating to miss 
out so far, but I can’t complain too 
much. I’ve never had to miss a 
game through an injury before, so 
I’ve been fairly lucky” 

Despite guiding his team to Lord’s 
glory in 2012, when Hampshire beat 
Warwickshire in the final of the 
now defunct 40-over competition, 
and masterminding promotion into 
the top-flight in 2014, Adams admits 
that he never viewed captaincy as a 
long-term proposition. 

He said: “I think it got to the point 
where it was starting to weigh on 
me a bit more than it had in pre¬ 
vious years. I don’t think I ever 
thought I was going to do it for a 
long, long time. 

“You have to be very strong, a cer¬ 
tain character to be able to do it for 
a long period. Someone like Mark 
Nicholas (Hampshire captain for a 
decade from 1985) is a prime exam¬ 
ple of that. 

“I did always have it in my head 
that after a few years it would be 
nice to finish my career playing 
without the stripes. I’m looking for¬ 
ward now to this year and beyond, 
hopefully” 

After replacing Adams in the 
post, James Vince oversaw Hamp¬ 
shire’s remarkable finish to last 
season, winning three and losing 
only one of his six championship 
matches at the helm. 

Their renaissance saw Hamp¬ 
shire pip Sussex to safety by two 
points. Adams, meanwhile, was 
finding his touch in the middle. 
The opener followed up a century 
at Taunton, against Somerset, by 
delivering 70 priceless runs from 
his bat at Trent Bridge, as his team 


chased down 200 on the season’s fi¬ 
nal day at Nottinghamshire to com¬ 
plete the great escape. 

And the left-hander intends to 
contribute on all fronts this year. 

Asked if Hampshire would be 
prioritising one particular format 
of the game, Adams pointed to the 


attitude of another of the county’s 
former captains, Shane Warne, 
who targeted victory in every sin¬ 
gle match, regardless of its wider 
context. 

“With the history we’ve had in 
the T20 (Hampshire have contested 
finals day in each of the last six sea¬ 


sons, winning the tournament in 
2010 and 2012), some people might 
see that as the competition to ear¬ 
mark. But I sense that you start the 
season and think you can win every 
game. 

“I remember Shane Warne saying 
exactly that in his early days at the

club. He would say we are going to 
try and win every game. If you do 
that you’ll win every trophy. The 
likelihood of that happening, of 
course, is slim. But you don’t go 
into any game thinking ‘no, this 
one’s not for us’. 

“But I do think, in four-day crick¬ 
et, last year’s topsy-turvy cam¬ 


paign highlighted the importance 
of starting well. So that’s our pri¬ 
ority for the first part of the year.” 

Australian legend Warne, who 
finished his Test career with 708 
wickets, returned to Hampshire 
as skipper in 2002, having already 
spent the 2000 season there. 

Adams says the former leg-spin¬ 


ner’s fearless outlook is something 
he still draws on today. 

“I was very lucky,” explained for¬ 
mer England Lions batsman Ad¬ 
ams. “Shane came along at a time 
in my career when having someone 
of his character and his presence 
here really helped me. 

“When he looked you in the eye 


and said ‘come on mate, I need 
you’, it gave you real belief. To feel 
that someone like him believed in 
me was a huge fillip. 

“I think the guys that were fortu¬ 
nate enough to play with him can 
always draw on things from that 
time. There can be game times 
when you feel like you’re a long 
way behind the eight-ball. Warney 
had this incredible belief that a 
game could be won from any situ¬ 
ation. 

“I’d like to think a good number 
of us have carried that through. 
When we’re in a tricky situation 
we still believe we can turn it 
around. That’s the resilience we 
showed last year, and we’ll need to 
replicate it this year.” 

Adams insists that, in Vince, 
Hampshire have the perfect char¬ 
acter to spearhead a side which 
represents a fascinating mix of ex¬ 
citing youngsters and veteran cam¬ 
paigners, the category into which 
the 35-year-old now falls, 14 years 
after his first-class debut. 

“It’s tough, because you don’t 
want to add to the weight of expec¬ 
tation on him,” said Adams, when 
asked about both Vince’s leader¬ 
ship credentials and international 
prospects. 

“But I do believe that his ability 
as a player is suited to internation¬ 
al cricket. I think he has that time 
at the crease - and technically he’s 
strong enough. 

“As a captain, the beauty of 
Vincey is that every time he takes 
to the field he’s a real competitive 
sod. He wants to win and he’ll do 
almost anything to achieve that. 

“He’s got a good cricket brain and 
hopefully a few of us older stagers 
can help him if he needs it - but I 
don’t really think he does. 

“I think he possesses the self- 
assurance that the decisions he’s 
making are the right ones. It would 
be very good if he’s around for us, 
but I have a feeling that we might 
not see as much of him as we’d 
like.” 

Hampshire fans can, however, 
expect to see plenty of the club’s 
promising batch of emerging tal¬ 
ent in action this year. 

Adams believes 19-year-old Ma¬ 
son Crane, who burst onto the 
scene with his wicket-taking leg- 
spin last year, will continue to 
flourish this time round. 

And the ex-captain is confident 
that the trio of Crane’s fellow 
19-year-old Joe Weatherley, Tom Al- 
sop (20) and 21-year-old Lewis Mc¬ 
Manus - all of whom fired with the 
bat throughout pre-season - share 
the capacity to seize any first-team 
opportunity to come their way 

He said: “Lewis, Tom and Joe 
have been brilliant in pre-season. 
They’ve scored runs almost every 
time they’ve had an opportunity. I 
think all of them are ready 

“You can never be 100 per cent 
sure because experience is a great 
asset as well, but I certainly don’t 
think any of us are worried about 
them having to play.

“If Tom is selected in the 
first game, which I think he 
will be, then fingers crossed 
he can have a bit of luck and 
he can have a really, really 
good year for us.” 

With the increase in players 
knocking at the first-team 
door, Adams is eyeing a 
return to the sort of prolific 
form that saw him score more 
than 1,200 runs during his 
side’s Division Two winning 
season two years ago. 

“I’ll continue for as long as 
I’m able to help the squad 
move forward - and if I pick 
up my form,” he said.

We managed to get on a roll 
at the end of last year, 
whereas we stalled in the 
blocks at the start of the 
season. 

“If we can get an early win, 
or put in a strong early 
performance, that will really 
help us. But I do think we’re 
more resilient following the 
experience of last year. 

“So if things don’t work out 
quite as we hope, then I 
believe we have the character 
to turn things around quicker 
than we did last year - but 
hopefully it doesn’t come to 
that.”
